Lesson VIII. 
Hardness 


ANOT HER property by means of which 

one may distinguish the various gems 
from each other is hardness. By hardness 
is meant the ability to resist scratching. 
[he term hardness should not be taken to 
include toughness, yet it is frequently so 
understood by the public. Most hard stones 
are more or less brittle and would shatter 
if struck a sharp blow. Other hard stones 
have a pronounced cleavage and split easily 
in certain directions. True hardness, then, 
implies merely the ability to resist abrasion 
(i. e., scratching ). 

Now, not only is hardness very neces- 
sary in a precious stone in order that it 
may receive and keep a fine polish, but the 
degree in which it possesses hardness as 
compared with other materials of known 
hardness may be made use of in identify- 
ing it. 

No scale of absolute hardness has ever 
come into general use, but the mineralo- 
gist Mohs many years ago proposed the 


following relative scale, which has _ been 
used very largely: 

Diamond, the hardest of all gems, was 
rated as 10 by Mohs. This rating was 


purely arbitrary. Mohs might have called 
it 100 or 1 with equal reason. It was mere- 
ly in order to represent the different de- 
grees of hardness by numbers that he 
picked out the number 10 to assign to dia- 
mond. Sapphire (and ruby) Mohs called 
9 as being next to diamond in hardness. 
True topaz (precious topaz) he called 8. 
Quartz (amethyst and quartz “topaz’’) was 
given the number 7. Felspar (moonstone) 
was rated 6, the mineral apatite 5, fluorspar 
4, calcite 3, gypsum 2 and talc 1. 

It must be said here that any mineral in 
this series that is of higher number than 
any other will scratch the other. Thus dia- 
mond (10) will scratch all the others, sap- 
phire (9) will scratch any but diamond, 
topaz (8) will scratch any but diamond 
and sapphire, and so on. 

It must not be thought that there is any 
regularity in the degrees of hardness as 
expressed by these numbers. The intervals 
in hardness are by no means equal to the 
differences in number. Thus the interval 
between diamond and sapphire, although 
given but one number of difference, is prob- 
ably greater than that between sapphire 
(9) and tale (1). The numbers thus mere- 
ly give us an order of hardness. Many gem 
minerals are, of course, missing from this 





list, and the minerals from 5 down to 1 are 
not gem minerals at all. Few gem mate- 
rials are of less hardness than 7, for any 
mineral less hard than quartz (7) will in- 
evitably be worn and dulled in time by the 
ordinary road dust, which is largely of 
powdered quartz. 

In testing a gem for hardness the prob- 
lem consists in finding out which of the 
above minerals is most nearly equal in 
hardness to the specimen in hand. Any 
gem that was approximately equal in hard- 
ness to a true topaz (8) would also be said 
to be of hardness 8. Thus spinel is of about 
the same hardness as topaz and hence is 
usually rated as 8 in hardness. Similarly 
opal, moonstone and turquoise are of some- 
what similar hardness and are all rated 6. 

Frequently stones will be found that are 
decidedly between some two of Mohs’ min- 
erals. In that case we add one-half to the 
figure of the softer mineral; thus, Kunzite, 
peridot, benitoite and jade (nephrite) are 
all softer than quartz (7) but harder than 
felspar (6), hence we say they are 6% 
hardness. Beryl (aquamarine and emer- 
ald), garnet (almandine) and zircon are 
rated 7% in hardness, being softer than 
true topaz but harder than quartz. There 
is appended a table of the hardness of most 
of the commonly known gem stones. 

Having now an idea of what hardness 
means in a technical sense and how it is 
expressed, we must next inquire how one 
may make use of it in identifying unknown 
gems. 

In the first place, it is mecessary to cau- 
tion the beginner against damaging a fine 
gem by attempting to test its hardness in 
any but the most careful manner. The 
time-honored file test is really a hardness 
test and serves nicely to distinguish genu- 
ine gems of hardness 7 or above from glass 
imitations. A well-hardened steel file is 
of not quite hardness 7, while glass of vari- 
ous types varies somewhat but averages 
between 5 and 6. Hence, glass imitations 
are easily attacked by a file. To make the 
file test use only a very fine file and apply 
it with a light but firm pressure lengthwise 
along the girdle (edge) of the unset stone. 
If damage results it will then be almost 
unnoticeable. Learn to know the feel of 
the file as it takes hold of a_ substance 
softer than itself. Also learn the sound. 
If applied to a hard stone a file will slip 
on it, as a skate slips on ice. It will not 
take hold as upon a softer substance. 

If the stone is set press a sharp corner 
of a broken-ended file gently against a 
back facet, preferably high up toward the

girdle, where any damage will not be vis- 
ible from the front, and move the file very 
slightly along the surface, noting by the 


feel whether or not it takes hold and also 
looking with a lens later to see if a scratch 
was made. Do not mistake a line of steel 
left on a slightly rough surface for a true 
scratch. Frequently on an _ unpolished 
girdle of real gem material the file will 
leave a streak of steel. Similarly when 
using test minerals in accordance with 
what follows do not mistake a streak of 
powder from the yielding test material for 
a true scratch in the material being tested. 
The sate way is to wipe the spot, thus re- 
moving any powder. A true scratch will, 
of course, persist. 

A doublet, being usually constructed of 
a garnet top and a glass back may resist a 
file at the girdle if the garnet top covers 
the stone to the girdle, as is sometimes the 
case, especially in the smaller sizes. In this 
case the back must, of course, be tested. 

One should never pass a file rudely 
across the corners or edges of the facets 
on any stone that may be genuine, as such 
treatment really amounts to a series of 
light hammer blows and the brittleness of 
most gem stones would cause them to yield 
irrespective of their hardness. It should be 
remembered that some genuine stones are 
softer than a file, so that it will not do to 
reject as worthless any material that is 
attacked by a file. Lapis lazuli (5), sphene 
(5), opal (6), moonstone (6), amazonite 
(6), turquoise (6), Kunzite (6%), peridot 


(64), demantoid garnet (6%)—the “Oli- 
vine” of the trade, and jade (nephrite) 


(6%), are all more or less attacked by 
a file.

The very newest method in 
ored enamels are used is seen in a silver 
toilet set with the monogram carved from 
a single piece of silver which is riveted 
above a plaque of lavender enamel.

plaque is set in the center of each piece, 
which is plain, except for a molding of 
embossed work as a border to the enamel. 
and as an edging to the piece. Such a set 
is shown in the shops minus the finishing 
monogram, the .enamel plaques vary in 
shape and size, and are ready for the finish- 
ing touch in the form of the monogram. 
The favorite for the enamels are 
the paler tones of purple, greens and pinks, 
with pastel shades in blues and grays. One 
extremely handsome set is in gold, with 
its plaques in translucent enamel of Van 
Dyke brown for the monogram back, and 
another unusual set is completely enameled 
in a deep tone of violet. 

Gems are not often mounted in toilet 
ware pieces, but this Spring a bride’s fav- 
orite stone was used as the only decora- 
tion other than her monogram on the 
pieces of the toilet set given to her by 
her own sisters. In this set a circle of 
small amethysts surrounded a plain pol- 
ished plaque holding her initials. Outside 
the circle the piece was frosted finished. 
Very handsome is such a set, and not nec- 
essarily very expensive if small faceted 
semi-precious stones or the opaque varieties 
are used. A single piece of jade set in the 
mirror back makes a unique decoration, and 
smaller pieces ot the stone may be used 
in each of the other articles according to 
their size. This gives another chance tor 
the matching of the boudoir color scheme, 
carrying out the idea to the very last item. 

In form the latest sets differ decidedly 
from those of the past few and 
as, of course, the modern bride is emphatic 
that her things be absolutely up-to-date, 
this is an important point in choosing the 
gift of toilet silver. Those pieces having 
handles, the brush, mirror, horn, 
button-hook, scissors and manicure pieces, 
show an added length in their handles, 
while the brush and mirror backs in some 
sets have added length, and are narrower 
than usual. 

A typical set in this new long-handled 
pattern is one in a triangular contour, that 
is, the back of the mirror shows a three- 
sided form, broad across the top, narrow- 
ing down to the triangle apex at the handle. 
It is almost heart-shaped, but instead of 
the rounded corners, a chip, as it were, has 
been nicked from each point.

The Wrist Watch—It Is Not a Fad 
HERE are many who are amply able to 
buy a wrist watch of up-to-the-minute 
pattern who hesitate to do so for fear that 
this particular type ot service-ornamentation 
is but a passing tad. They charge that so 
small a watch is likely to be difficult to keep 
in adjustment, and also that the older type of 
watch is more practical for general use. Let 
us examine these objections that we may 
meet them when we are confronted with 
them by customers. 

First of all, anything which proves itself 
to be a convenience and is beautiful as well, 
is sure of a prominent place, for people are 
not going to step deliberately backward. It 
is true that the wrist watch sprang into 
speedy popularity, but this was because it 
appealed to everyone in the common-sense 
principles involved. 

Bracelets always have, and doubtless al 


will be Watches 


ways worn. are a con- 
venience and many times a_ necessity. 
Women have never favored the watch 


pocket, and so they were obliged to thrust 
their watch out of sight into an unsafe belt, 
to carry it loose in a hand bag, or to depend 
upon the uncertainty of thrusting a valuable 
timepiece into the loose front of a gown. 
When fashion decreed that garments should 
be hooked in the back, the female owner of 
a timepiece would have been sadly incon- 
venienced had it not been for the chatelaine 
watch. This was never a very convenient 
way of wearing a watch, and so it was not 
adopted by everyone, nor adhered to by 
nearly all of those who tried it for a time. 

Perhaps nothing more sensible has ever 
been advocated than the wrist watch. It is 
easy to adjust and right at hand (no pun 
intended) to tell the the least 
trouble possible. 

The objection that the watch is too small 
to keep in adjustment cannot be seriously 
entertained with our modern expertness in 
watch-making. Even the timepieces of 
20 vears ago seem large and clumsy to 
us now. The last objection of all has really 
been taken care of, for what can be more 
practical than a neat watch which can be 
used in bracelet form, for chatelaine pur- 
poses, on a chain about the neck. locket 
style, or with a longer chain or fob. Let us 
be prepared, then, to assure customers that 
the wrist watch is not a fad. E. G. W.

in high esteem, and then the supply was 
not equal to the demand. From then to 
the present the jewelry business has had 
its ups and downs, and most of us can 
probably remember the time in our brief 
life when for a little time the supply has 
not been equal to the demand. 

We are living in the present age, old 
methods will not avail, and we must adapt 
ourselves to the needs of modern require- 
ments, with its great advances in electric- 
ity, and even conquering the heights of the 
air, and the depths of the sea at the de- 
mands of modern times. Now is a time 
when the jewelry business requires new 
and up-to-date methods to keep abreast of 
such a period and not be relegated to the 
discard by other industries that, realizing 
their opportunity, take advantage of fash- 
ion, and. like the ladies’ boot and shoe 
business, have realized great profit and in- 
crease in business by organization, and, 
being awake to the opportunities, they have 
doubled their sales and caused an unpre- 
cedented demand in their business, which 
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has taxed the supply beyond its capacity, 
and at greatly increased prices, which is 
very important. 

Their experienced a boom 
caused by the short skirt style of dress, 
and fashion publicity for shoes is now be- 
ing advertised in all the magazines, and 
their business has doubled twice in the 
last two years. But, please notice this re- 
port of a meeting of the boot and shoe men 
at a conference where they advocated tak- 
ing measures to overcome the tendency in 
for the Fall to wear long 
dresses, which style they claim would in- 
jure their business. 

The National Retail Jewel- 
ers Association, at its annual meeting, with 
the co-operation of all the leading trade 
associations, manufacturing and wholesale, 
as well as the trade journals represented, 
tormed the National Jewelry Fashions Pub- 
licity Bureau, which has had a rather stormy

career, and if it were not for the agita- 
tion and the many fashion shows all over 
the country, started in part by the bureau 


and the publicity caused while being organ- 
ized, its efforts would have been in vain. 

Che style show is one of the results of 
agitation for publicity during the last 12 
months, and is resulting in great good in 
creating a demand by the consumer, and 
next to a regular fashions campaign by 
an authorized booklet showing fashions to 
be worn for all occasions, is one of the 
best mediums ever started. It does not, 
however, fill the long felt need, and only 
reaches a small part of the consuming pub-. 
lic, although the idea has spread quite ex- 
tensively in many of the large cities. 

It may sound curious to think of con- 
sumers creating the necessary demand, but 
that is where the demand must come from. 

There are two ways to effectively make 
a new style fashionable—one is to have the 
great leading jewelry stores that have high 
standing as art creators advocate such new 
styles, and have its high class clerks ad- 
vised that this new style must be sold, 
and to sell their leaders of fashion who 
come to the store for purchases. This 
method generally creates a demand 1m time, 
but if there was a fashion bureau booklet 
distributed to the consumers, and such 
styles advertised by the fashion magazines, 
showing that round brooches were to be 
the style, and at afternoon occasions men 
were to wear scarf rings, how long do 
you think it would take a public that will 
wear low-neck dresses the coldest days of 
Winter and high fur collars in the heat of 
Summer as fashion dictates, to advocate 
and accept a new style so brought to their 
attention. 

At the present time no one can tell 
whether old styles or new ones will con- 
tinue to sell, and therefore good artists and 
high class workmen get discouraged, and 
are leaving the business, and when we 
want skilled workmen, they have to be im- 
ported or take develop We 
manufacturers seriously need organized 
fashion publicity, and the retail jewelers 
associations over the country are calling 
for such publicity, that they may have a 
demand from the consumers to supply styl- 
ish jewelry for all occasions.

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in our business, but first we must create 
the demand by the consumer, and then the 
retailer will be glad to buy such goods as 
are called for, or which we hope will be 
looked upon as fashionable to wear the 
coming season, and advocated by fashion 
magazines. 

We have great trade magazines that are 
showing wonderful productions and _illus- 
trating the goods which should appeal to 
the consumer, but do these beautifully il- 
lustrated fashions appeal to the consumer 
from that source of advertising? You 
know they do not reach the consumer, but 
are simply to sell the production to the 
wholesaler or the retailer. 

Special credit is due our great trade 
journals for the very effective work which 
they have already done to further the cause 
of fashion publicity. Their work and in- 
fluence has left an indelible impression upon 
the whole industry by holding before both 
manutacturer and retailer alike, very high 
ideals as to that fairness of dealing, and 
that honesty of product, which has so 
largely standardized our craft in the eyes 
of the world today, and gained for us such 
a large measure of confidence. 

We appreciate their efforts and many 
helpful suggestions for the betterment of 
trade conditions—the greater part of which 
have been along altruistic lines as gratui- 
tous service; also, that other side of their 
service which gives them theier support, 
the presentation of new and _ fashionable 
ideas by the manufacturers, in the form of 
advertisements which is also highly bene- 
ficial to both the manufacturer and retail 
jeweler. 

Inasmuch as they are now heartily co- 
operating with the industry in matters of 
importance pertaining to fashion publicity, 
this proposed semi-annual booklet on “Au- 
thentic Jewelry Styles” will fit nicely into 
the scheme of effort which has already 
been inaugurated, and unquestionably will 
receive their cordial support and co-opera- 
tion. The industry is, indeed, very for- 
tunate in having such splendid publications, 
which will work in hearty sympathy with 
a fashion publicity bureau to make jewelry 
fashions popular. 

As is commonly asserted, there being 
no styles advocated by fashion, there is 
therefore no demand except such as can be 
caused by the clerks in the store trying to 
show the goods and talking up the sale. 
You all know how hard it is to talk up 
new styles, but when Christmas 1s coming 
the loved ones and friends all have good 
cause to go to the jeweler; then they are 
willing to take what is supplied, not be- 
cause they are to fill a fashion demand, 
but in order to give a_ valuable present. 
We all want such a demand and to have it 
greatly increased, but there are limits to 
all good things, and something else may 
appreciably decrease the jewelry sale, even 
at Christmas time unless we are alive to 
co-operate, organize and have a definite 
plan of publicity to make the foundation 
for Christmas giving. We must be careful 
or even this old-time best season of Christ- 
mas gifts of our business may fail us, and 
then we could easily say good-bye to the 
jewelry business. 

There is no doubt but that change of 
style and lack of interest in jewelry have 
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been partially caused by the necessary ex- 
penses and lack of the usual adornment 
for fashion, caused by the automobile 
craze, which incidentally caused great loss 
to our industry. 

Let us wake up and not only talk co- 
operation, but act to make the consumer 
appreciate that jewelry adornment is fash- 
ionable. In order to do this the style mag- 
azines must put jewelry on their models. 
No style show will be complete without 
jewelry being displayed. Miss Collins of 
Illinois writes in an article that the people 
say because jewelry is not shown on the 
models of the fashion magazines it is not 
fashionable—she is right and we have hun- 
dreds of others saying the same words. 

The fashion magazines had practically 
forgotten that jewelry was a part of dress 
and a personal adornment, so had left it 
entirely off their models. They have in the 
last year been made to realize their mis- 
take, and I am very glad to show the lat- 
est edition of Vogue and other magazines 
showing jewelry on their models; even on 
those not fully dressed. We owe Vogue 
and other magazines thanks for their show- 
ing of jewelry this month, and their ap- 
preciation of how necessary jewelry is to 
show fashion properly for beautifying the 
ladies, and I hope you will pass some reso- 
lution, thanking publications for co-oper- 
ating to continue fashionable jewelry as a 
necessary adornment to beauty. 

Charles Parlin of the Curtis Publish- 
ing Co., speaking before the N. E. M. J. 
& S. A. meeting, said his analysis of the 
jewelry business was that the problem of 
the manufacturers and the retailers then 
becomes, in the final analysis, only phases 
of one thing. The problem of the manu- 
facturer is to make what the consumer 
wants, and to inform himself of that want. 
The function of the retailer is to sell that 
for which the greatest demand exists, or 
in the final analysis, the consumer is 
“king,” whose whim makes and unmakes 
manufacturers, wholesalers and _ retailers. 
Whoever wins the confidence of the con- 
sumer wins the business; whoever loses it, 
is lost. 

The successful manufacturer must make 
what the consumer wants, and our prob- 
lem is to make the consumer want more 
jewelry, not only for gifts, but to supply 
a want made apparent by style or fashion. 
As those who dictate fashions through 
fashion magazines have shown great indif- 
ference to the jewelry trade, caused by our 
lack of co-operation, we must make them 
appreciate that our industry is one that is 
now alive and active, and insist on being 
a factor in the fashions of the times. 

You find men by the score not wearing 
any scarf pins or scarf rings; jewelry sales- 
men and owners of the stores not wearing 
scarf pins. 

That little article in ]“ogue of one line 
probably caused the loss of sale of 100,000 
scarf pins the last Fall. A few of the 
large, stylish stores made an effort to start 
the sale of scarf rings. Their high-priced 
salesmen could and did sell one to almost 
every lady who asked for something nice 
for a man. After a year or two all the 
stores will be ready to show and will sell 
scarf rings to those who inquire for them— 
the old way for the consumer to demand

and the retailer to supply. But look at the 
lack of system and the waste of time con- 
sumed. 

Now, with these examples, you must 
wonder at my putting out a few thousand 
dollars to add to my scarf pin line this 
season, but [ am doing that, and scarf pins 
will sell next Fall. Why? Well, because 
they are bought as valuable presents and 
for various reasons. You probably have 
read how the retailers at the Kansas and 
lowa conventions agreed to wear scarf 
pins and try to push their sale. Ladies 
ask for them for a present intended for 
husband or gentleman friend, thinking them 
a most convenient present of intrinsic 
value that probably will be useful, but not 
because they are or are not fashionable, 
simply as a Christmas gift. If they were 
fashionable, men would go and buy scarf 
pins to match their new ties in color, be- 
cause they, as well as the ladies, are in- 
clined to buy things they like, and con- 
sider a help to adorn or add to stylish 
dress. 

In Paris, Berlin and Vienna, the three 
great centers in which dress is almost of 
primal consideration, the subject of match- 
ing fabrics with semi-precious stones has 
rapidly forged to the fore. All the fashion 
publications have taken it up, and the lead- 
ing jewelers are exploiting it to the full 


power of their ability. 


Where fashion dictates, our ladies, how- 
ever, would not buy last year’s or last sea- 
son's style of hat or dress, simply because 
it was sold at 50 per cent. discount. They 
look for the new styles as religiously as 
the seasons change, and will follow the 
styles at any old or new price they can 
afford to pay, provided they are dictated by 
fashion. 

Fashion is of far more value as a sell- 
ing factor than intrinsic value. We hear 
from one of the great watch companies 
that they are now working to the capacity 
of their great plant with orders piling up 
ahead. The nationally advertised wrist 
watch and automobile clocks have caused 
this demand. As you can readily see, this 
part of the jewelry industry has a large 
demand, but did it come from the retail 
jeweler, or was it the demand created from 
fashion publicity from other sources? 

To illustrate how when fashion 
a style is discarded from being popular or 
fashionable for a time, we can take, for 
instance, the locket which was popular and 
a good seller for many years. When fash- 
ion decreed it was not stylish, it took two 
or three years for the manufacturer and re- 
tailer to feel sure they would not sell in 
a new form if advertised or shown: con- 
sequently, both manutacturer and retailer 
lost capital trying to force lockets on the 
consumers after they said they were not 
fashionable. 

\t the present time there is a great 
effort being made to create a demand for 
and showy brooches and _ lavalliers.

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an innovation must be popularized by sys- 
tematic fashion publicity and advertising in 
fashion magazines. 

[ am asked almost every day why not 
write to or see this style magazine’s man- 
ager, or that firm of manufacturers who 
show models with different kinds of dress, 
etc., and get them to add jewelry to their 
advertisements. This seems easy, but such 
work as that is just the work and object 
of the National Jewelery Fashion Public- 
ity Bureau properly managed, and it should 
be our first duty to aid such a bureau, that 
a properly organized bureau with an able 
manager can approach all these publica- 
tions and manufacturers, and organize 
them into helps to popularize jewelry. The 
manager can help to popularize and make 
fashionable all new styles, besides beeing 
able to help arrange a semi-annual booklet 
favoring and aiding in adopting styles for 
all occasions and seasons, such a booklet 
to be sold to the trade for distribution by 
the jeweler. Such work as that is hardly 
possible for a single manufacturer or as- 
sociation of manufacturers to attempt to 
consummate. 

One of the largest of our manufacturing 
jewelers found it necessary, in order to 
hold the sale of collar buttons, to start a 
publicity campaign, and spent at least $25,- 
000 to popularize their button before the 
expiration of the patent. One of the great- 
est sales in the jewelry industry was thus 
started, not by the retailer calling for the 
button, not by the wholesaler, but by the 
consumer asking the retailer for the Kre- 
mentz button. Those who did not carry 
that particular button soon got tired of 
saying they had something just as good, 
and found they must have the Krementz 
button, not because it was a better button, 
but because there was a call for it. 

How long did it take for the friend- 
ship bracelet to be popularized, when at the 
psychological moment that was advertised 
to the consumer? The retailer was not 
anxious to buy a 10 cent or 25 cent article, 
but if they were to sell by the thousand 
and their trade called for them, they must 
be carried or sold whether at a profit or 
not. 

How much enthusiasm do you jewelers 
put into selling the popular and fashionable 
silver tableware? Most of it is sold at no 
profit or very little profit, which imbecility 
is chargeable to lack of co-operation and a 
getting together of you jewelers and ar- 
ranging for a living and just profit on sil- 
verware and watches, and perhaps dia- 
monds also. Here we have a good illus- 
tration of how fashion advertising pays 
and makes goods sell in our industry. 
With the constant urging of such goods 
upon the vision of woman, no wonder the 
creat silver and silver plate manufacturers 
are busy, but manufacturing jewelers are 
not in the same class as the silver manu- 
They are divided into small 
factories and hundreds of them, and in 
order to make their articles fashionable 
they must take or follow other means than 
advertising publicity, or by individually try- 
ing to advertise their product as a few 
great silver and silver plate manufacturers 
do who, with large capital and having a 
certain style or design of silver, the tools 
for one design costing thousands of dollars, 


facturefrs. 
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can put that one style, if patented or copy- 
righted, on the market for themselves, and 
not as a general design for 100 manufac- 
turers to make similar styles, who by rea- 
son of limited capital invested, and the 
nature of their product, cannot adopt na- 
tional advertising, which would necessarily 
benefit the whole industry and not repay 
the one advertising. Manufacturing jewel- 
ers, therefore, cannot individually popular- 


ize by national advertising their many 
styles, but must by co-operation aid to 
popularize the nationally set styles or 
fashions. 


[ believe in individual home catalogues 
as a great help to interest prospective cus- 
tomers and help to bring the consumer to 
a local store. As a mail order proposition, 
however, you all know it takes years to 
build up such a business, and with no lit- 
tle initial expense of a few hundred dol- 
lars can one expect results from a mail 
order catalogue to the consumer. 


We know of many failures in the mail- 


order business where expenditures have 
run into hundreds of thousands and the 
losses from $25,000 to $100,000 each. Still 


they were not successful, but when a few 
hundred dollars is wisely expended on a 
local catalogue to bring people into the 
store to see goods well displayed as ad- 
vertised and sold at an honest profit, for 
such a purpose they are a great help to 
gain business with little expenditure. A 
little prospective booklet showing fashions 
endorsed by a Jewelry Fashion Publicity 
Bureau and the A. N. R. J. A. can be 
carried out somewhat on the following 
plan for such a booklet. Booklets on fash- 
ions for season, for day, evening and 
street wear; for weddings and for mourn- 
ing occasions, and for children as _ well, 
such booklets to be authorized by a fash- 
ion publicity bureau, endorsed by the: A. 
N. R. J. A. or a national committee on 
fashion and style, can be circulated, and 
this booklet as a tentative plan will ex- 
plain itself. 

You can do your part by adopting such 
a plan; by distributing the booklets when 
published; by encouraging the showing of 
jewelry in local fashion shows, and by, as 
far as possible, advertising jewelry as a 
fashionable addition to dress. 

You should expect us manufacturers to 
organize and support such a bureau to 
assist in the publishing of the booklets and 
to subscribe to a fund sufficiently large to 
carry on such national publicity as may be 
necessary to popularize jewelry. 

This prospective one | am showing you, 
of course, is not authentic, and was com- 
piled partly by taking suggestions from 
Miss Archer’s article on “Fashions for 
Spring and Summer” in the April 5 edi- 
tion of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, showing 
stones, etc., to match styles and costumes, 
and is only gotten up to show in part what 
can be done along this line of work. This 
could be produced for from two cents to 
three cents each, and would cost one cent 
to mail. I must leave it to your imagina- 
tion how much such a booklet wisely dis- 
tributed all over the country by the million 
would aid in causing the wearing of more 
jewelry. The jewelers by purchasing and 
distributing a booklet of this kind, and 
having them issued through the National 
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Publicity Bureau in large quantities, would 
be really co-operating very efficiently with 
each other, and by printing them by the 
million the would be very small 
indeed.

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WHY SOME MEN FAIL 

Bankruptcy Referee Gives Wholesome Ad- 

and Warns Retail Jewelers and 

Others of Pitfalls of Which to 
Beware. 


vice 


DETROIT, Mich., May 26.—Lee E. Joslyn, 
referee in bankruptcy for the Eastern dis- 
trict of Michigan, who has had charge ot 
the affairs of many bankrupt retail and 
wholesale jewelry concerns in Detroit and 
the State, has just given out an interesting 
interview in which he warns the retail 
jeweler, and retailers in all other lines of 
trade, of the pittalls in their path. 

Coming as it does from a man like Ret- 
eree Joslyn, who has had more opportunity 
than any other man to see and analyze the 
causes of failures in the jewelry trade and 
other fields, the interview is of exceptional 


interest to retail, wholesale and manutac- 
turing jewelers. 

Mr. Joslyn says: 

“Too many men who go into business 


have nothing of their own to lose. A sur- 
prising number start business on a shoe- 
string—they begin on borrowed capital, or 
by taking advantage of credit that is in- 
considerately offered them. 

“Now, some men have made good by 
starting on a small capital; undoubtedly 
some of the greatest merchants in America 
to-day started on a few hundred dollars 
they saved or borrowed. 

“Small capital, however, handicaps a 
merchant right at the start. If he lacks 
experience, he is certain to make some ex- 
pensive blunders. If his capital outlasts 
these expensive lessons, the merchant can 
cash in on experience. The trouble is that 
Mr. Retailer’s cash or credit generally gives 
out just about the time these first lessons 
are over. 

“The only way to do business on a small 
capital, and to do it successfully, is to make 
quick turnovers and to specialize .so that 
the stock does not include too many lines. 
This means that he must keep a very close 
watch on his business, and keep accurate 
records. 

“But fully 60 per cent. of all failures— 
small retail concerns—either have no ac- 
counting system at all, or a very poor ex- 
cuse for one. No business is too small to 
afford a bookkeeping system of some kind. 
Naturally this system should be extremely 
simple, but just the same it should be ac 
curate, and cover every important detail. 

“What should the retail merchant's ac- 
counts tell a business man? 

“In the first place they should tell him 
his exact cost of doing business. He can- 
not figure whether his store is profitable 
until he knows the overhead. And every 
expense must be included, such as interest 
on capital invested, depreciation; bad 
cebts, and salaries for everyone in the store, 
including the proprietor. 

“Every sale—whether cash or charge— 
should be recorded, and wherever possible 
the cost as well. Knowing cost and selling 
price for each sale it is easy for the mer- 
chant to figure his gross profit. Deduct- 
ing the cost of doing business leaves his 
net profit. 

“This analysis of his business should be 
made every month, and if possible every 
week, or even every day. It enables him 
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to find the leaks and to stop them betore 
they push him over the brink into bank- 
ruptcy. 

“Another very necessary duty of the suc 


cesstul merchant is to take a reliable in- 
ventory ot stock, either once or twice a 
year. It is still better if he keeps a per- 


petual stock record that will tell him at 
all times the approximate value of stock 
on hand. 

“Accurate records help a man to 
credit, or money to expand his business. 
People have faith in well kept books. Books 
stamp a man and his business with order 
and system and progressiveness. 

“If I were to summarize my 12 years’ 
experience in bankruptcy courts for the 
benefit of the business man, or the pros- 
pective business man, I would say first of 
all—don’t start in business on a shoestring. 
Know something of the business you choose 
to engage in, either from personal experi- 
ence or from study of the experience of 
others. 

“Use method in your business. Make 
your books a producing factor. Let them 
tell you where you have overstocked, what 
lines are the most profitable to handle, and 
many other things you ought to know. If 
your records tell you you are losing, that 
is a signal for you to act and act quickly. 
Either find the leak, and stop it, or give up 
if you know your case is hopeless. 

“Don’t let your business die of dry rot. 
3e progressive; adopt new ideas and new 
methods. Make yourself and your business 
important factors in your community. 

‘Beware of crooked partners and crooked 
clerks. Many an honest merchant has been 
ruined by his partner or business asso- 
ciates. 

“Tt is important to carry fire insurance 
not only on your stock, but on your build- 
ing as well, if you are the landlord. Pre- 
miums are too reasonable and the risk too 
great for a careful business man to leave 
his business unprotected. Fire and _ sick- 
ness have sent many a merchant into bank- 
ruptcy. 

“Unprofitable contracts, bad checks, and 
indorsing notes for others are pitfalls to 
be guarded against. We frequently find 
that a small manufacturing concern, or a 
retailer, has contracted to supply goods for 
less than they cost him. The only answer 
to this is the keeping of accurate records. 

“The merchant must know his exact cost 
of doing business if he is to do business on 
a small margin, and come out with a profit. 
His books should also tell him when he has 
too much money tied up in outstanding ac- 
counts. An excessive amount here is a 
sure sign that he has been too liberal in 
extending credit, or too lenient with his 
delinquent customers. 

“Avoid cut-throat competition. Do 
everything within reason to hold your own, 
but do not sell your goods at a loss. Per- 
haps it is possible to cut down the num- 
ber of lines handled. Speed up turnovers, 
or resort to any one or more of the ju- 
dicious measures that every wideawake 
business man can use if he has to. It is 
merely a matter of thinking, planning and 
carrying into effect.

Detroit Again 


Detroit, Mich., May 26.—The fake auc- 
tion jewelry houses in Detroit have again 
become active, and scores of these places 
are now running full blast along Monroe 
Ave., which is the “Gay White Way” ot 
the city. 

It is pointed out that the boldness of the 
fake auction houses in again hanging out 
the red flag in Detroit is due to the fact 
that the Detroit Retail Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion has not been as active in the last two 
months as it was formerly. 

The association has made and is making 
big plans for advancement and for the bet- 
terment of the trade. It was Andrew Toe- 
pel who caused the fake auction houses to 
close, driving them from town. Now Mr. 
Toepel is in a location far removed from 
the center of the downtown district, and he 
has given up his active interest in the work. 
His store is now located on Woodward 
Ave., near the Boulevard. 

Mr. Toepel’s work was so thorough in 
squelching the fake auction houses that up to 
this Spring not one of them was operating. 
This was due in a measure to the city ordi- 
nance that was passed prohibiting the 
operation of these places except under a 
heavy fee. Then last Spring the local Re- 
tail Jewelers’ Association passed a resolu- 
tion commending Police Commissioner 
John Gillespie and Mayor Oscar B. Marx 
for enforcing the ordinance. 








LABOR BILL SIGNED 


Governor McCall A ffixes 
Signature to Measure Permitting 


Women and Children to Work 
58 Hours a Week During 
Busy Seasons. 


AtTTLesBoro, Mass., May 24.—Governor 
Samuel W. McCall on Saturday signed the 
bill which allows overtime in industries 
rated as in the list of those conducted by 
seasons. The quill with which the measure 
was signed was presented to Representative 
George M. Worrall of Attleboro, whose 
work was responsible for the passage of the 
bill. 

The new law aims to make effective the 
provisions contained in the original 54- 
hour bill for women and children, passed 
several years ago. The jewelers, the straw 
hat makers, some of the paper companies 
and other lines of industry were most in- 
terested in its passage. 

The 54-hour bill allowed 
seasonable industries,”

overtime “in 
provided that 
year’s average of working hours did not ex- 
ceed 54 hours. However, a former at- 
torney-general held that hay-making and 
ice-cutting were the only industries con- 
ducted by seasons, and jewelers protested 
that their rush of orders during the holi- 
days and in the Spring brought them within 
the classification. 

The bill presented this year aimed to 
afford relief by allowing the State Board of 
Labor and Industries to designate the 
trades to be classed as “seasonable.” In 
these, overtime which would allow a 58- 
hour week is to be permitted on condition

that the year’s average does not exceed 54 
hours a week. 

The bill when filed by Mr. Worrall was 
opposed as having the effect of “letting 
down the bars on the labor laws.” The 
committee which gave a hearing on the 
measure reported adversely and filed its 
report with the clerk of the house. At this 
point Mr. Worrall obtained a reconsidera- 
tion by the committee and was finally suc- 
cessful in winning the bill through the com- 
mittee, the House and the Senate. 

Even then it was confidently predicted 
on Beacon Hill that the measure would 
never be signed. Governor McCall put an 
end to the speculation on Saturday by affix- 
ing his signature. 








CLOCK FOR JAPAN’S PRINCE 


Japanese Residents of Washington, Montana 
and Alaska to Present a Unique Gift to 
Member of the Royal Family of Japan. 


SEATTLE, Wash., May 23.—As an expres- 
sion of good will toward the royal family, 
Japanese residents of Washington, Montana 
and Alaska have had made in this city a 
bronze and onyx clock as an intended gift 
for the crown prince of Japan. Before the 
gift can be officially tendered, however, per- 
mission must be secured from the royal 
household. A request for permission to 
offer the token has already been dis- 
patched to the Orient, and a reply is ex- 
pected soon. 

In anticipation of a favorable reply, a 
committee 1s arranging for the shipment 
of the clock from this city within 30 days. 

The clock was made by Joseph Mayer 
& Bros., manufacturing jewelers in the Col- 
man building, where it is now on display. 
It is five feet high and 14 by 14 inches at 
the base, consisting of four clock dials 
mounted in a cubical case on a bronze and 
onyx base, surmounted by a globe with a 
bronze and silver meridian ring encircling 
the earth at the equator. On a separate 
limb is a highly polished bronze ball, rep- 
resenting the sun in its relation to the 
earth at the various times of day. The four 
dials are regulated by complex mechanism 
to tell the correct time on Puget Sound, at 
Tokyo, at Greenwich and New York. Each 
dial is made of sterling silver, elaborately 
engraved and bears in black letters over its 
face the portion of the globe for which 
that particular dial designates the time of 
day. 

On the meridian ring encircling the globe 
at the top there are graduations which can 
be read at any hour of the day from any 
portion of the globe. The globe mechanic- 
ally moves in one revolution every 24 hours 
and referring to the meridian over 
the portion of the globe where the time 1s

desired, the exact hour and minute can be 
read. 
The clock is equipped with a mercury 


pendulum and seven-day works. Ball bear- 
ings are used in the heavier, finer mechan- 
ism. The front of the clock base is cov- 
ered with plate glass, exposing to view the 
main workings.

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DEATH OF CHRIST HAUCH 


Veteran Pittsburgh Jeweler, Who Retired 
a Few Years Ago, Dies at the 
Age of 71 Years. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 17.—Christ Hauch, 
for more than 40 years a_ well-known 
jeweler of this city, who retired trom busi- 
ness a few years ago, died at his home in 
Hannibal, O., Wednesday of last week. 
Deceased was aged 7/1 years and had spent 
practically his entire career in this city, 
moving several years ago to Hannibal, 
where he led a retired life. 

Mr. Hauch, who was a retail jeweler and 
known to many members of the trade, had 
been established in business in various 
places throughout this city. He began his 
jewelry career with a merchant named 
Berger, who at that time conducted a 
jewelry store on Stevenson St. Mr. Hauch

acted as watchmaker for Berger, and upon 
the death of the latter, Mr. Hauch married 
Mrs. Berger, who survives him. 

In the early 80’s, Mr. Hauch opened for 
business on the corner of Fifth Ave. and 
Smithfield St., the very site on which is 
now situated the Kaufmann department 
stores. He occupied the building on that 
site for a number of years and later moved 
further down Smithfield St., in the vicinity 
of the present Oliver building. From there 


he moved to Diamond St., where he con- 
ducted a jewelry store for many years, 
later opening quarters in the Diamond

Tuesday’s Session 


With but few preliminaries, President Ash 
opened the second day's session of the con- 
vention, and announced that the first 
speaker would be Col. John L. Shepherd.

Morris L. Ernst, attorney for the Retail 
Jewelers’ Association of Greater New York 
and Vicinity, who addressed the jewelers on

at the morning session. 

In opening his address Mr. Ernst com- 
plimented the jewelers on their lively organ- 
ization and the work they are doing. He 
remarked that there is no harder task tor 
an attorney than to ask him to address a

ciations. This body, he remarked, could be 
known as an Exchange Committee and 
could torm an employment bureau to sup- 
ply the wants of the employers. 

\t this point in his address Mr. Ernst 
reviewed the work which the Retail Jewel- 
ers Association of Greater New York and 
Vieinity has accomplished, and empha- 
sized particularly the fight which had been 
waged in connection with the “Second 
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Hand Dealers Ordinance,” which went into 
effect in Manhattan on April 1 last. The 
provisions of this ordinance were fully ex- 
plained by the speaker, who informed the 
convention that the jewelers in having the 
ordinance passed in its amended condition 
had won a great battle 

Legislative matters were mentioned 1n 
his talk, and he suggested that a legislative 
committee should be formed in the jewelry 
trade and should be composed of one mem- 
ber from each jewelry organization. “Ihere 
is seldom a year that we do not hear of 
some law affecting vour trade having, been 
passed,” said the speaker, and in conclud 
ing he remarked that this committee could 
look after the weltare of the trade by 
closely scrutinizing each bill introduced 
into the House. This is the method, he 
said, which is being pursued by many 
trades.

The first case under New York City’s 


ordinance forbidding fraudulent § adver- 
tising was tried at the Magistrates 
Court.

PRICE MAINTENANCE VICTORY 
Secretary of American Fair Trade League 
Tells Why Standard Price Principle was 
Endorsed by Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States by Three 
to One Vote.

the American Fair Trade 
League’ said Secretary-Treasurer Edmond 
A. Whittier, Saturday, “in the announce- 
ment that the standard price principle, as 
embodied in the Stephens Bill, has received 
the endorsement, by a three to one vote, otf 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 

“This verdict has not only been expected, 
but repeatedly predicted by us. It is the 
direct result of the intelligent public senti- 
ment created by our educational campaign 
of the past three years, and it is chiefly use- 
ful at the present time as a demonstration of 
the hollowness of the claims of our price- 
cutting and trading stamp opponents, that 
they had succeeded in securing the support 
of any substantial business element. 

“There propositions in the 
referendum,” said Mr. Whittier in discus- 
sing the result. “The first was on the ques- 
tion of the advisability of federal legislation 
permitting contracts for resale prices of 
identified merchandise. [The second was on 
the question as to whether or not this legis- 
lation should take the form of an amend- 
ment to the Trade Commission Act, which 
g Federal Trade Commission 
authority to determine when price-cutting 
was an unfair method of competition and 
authorizing the commission to prevent it. 

‘“T have repeatedly said that the first pro- 
position would carry by a large majority 
and that the ‘second proposition would be 
lost. This prediction has been verified, the 
official figures showing that the first propo- 
sition was carried by 693 to 237. The 
second proposition was lost.

to the entry of a decree in favor of the 
plaintiff. 

The original action was 
August, 1915, by Fred S. Ellis, the 1n- 
ventor, and involves’ Letters Patent 
No. 1,118,192. The answer was filed on 
August 28 of the same year. On May 4, 
1916, papers in the nature of a supple- 
mental bill were filed in the United States 
District Court after Ellis had transterred 
his title to the patent to the Sturdy- 
Cummings Co., who in turn assigned all 
rights to the J. F. Sturdy’s Sons Co. 

The final decree was filed on May 5 
and held that the Ellis patent was valid 
and that Bruner had infringed upon the 
rights of the plaintiff. As the plaintiff 
waived a recovery of profit, damages and 
was also ordered a perpetual 
injunction be issued 

The injunction enforcing Bruner, his 
employes and agents from making, using 
or selling expansible link bracelets em- 
bodying the Ellis invention was filed on 
May 2/.

He quoted many instances resulting from 
his investigations in New York for the 
Tribune, in which such merchants had then 
sold customers nondescript goods at greater 
prices than charged for the same articles 
in reputable Mr. LaVigne cited 
freely of instances from the jewelry trade, 
for the reason that the public has wrong 
impressions of the values of articles 
from jewelry stores, and so many phrases 
and descriptions in this trade have become 
a part of the language. In jewelry lines 
also customers too often take the word of 
an unknown merchant as to make and 
quality, when the assertions are made by 
the vendor that the offerings are the same 
as well-known and widely advertised goods.

suming public, would give more heed to 
these lures and unbusiness-like promises 


which contain in themselves offerings that 
cannot in good business be met. 

“Staple merchandise manufactured under 
healthy conditions is not sold that way. 
It is not to be expected that it shall be sold 
that way. The legitimate merchant is, in- 
deed, a true public servant. By the com- 
bination of investment, years of training, 
judicious buying and business instinct he 
collects and conveniently displays in his 
storehouse all the grade and kinds of goods 
for the human needs. 

“These are placed at your disposal, and 
are held at the expense of the merchant 
for you, until such a time as you may need 
them. 

“By all the rules and regulations which 
control the relations between man and man 
the merchant is entitled to a fair profit 
for this accommodation. When the con- 
sumer endeavors or even hopes to take 
advantage of such a public service by se- 
curing such staple goods at cost or less 
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than cost he is placing himself in the sit- 


uation of demanding that which cannot 
regularly be delivered.”

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An Address on the Bankruptcy Law 


Samuel Hershenstein, Assistant United States District Attorney, Discusses Proposed Changes in 
Present Statute at Buffalo, N. Y., Dinner. 














PRE steps which are to be taken to 
strengthen the bankruptcy law for the 
protection of the creditor class and to elim- 
nates the loopholes through which fraudu- 
lent bankrupts have been escaping pnish- 
ment, was the subject of an interesting talk 
delivered recently before a gathering ot 
credit men, lawyers and merchants at a din- 
ner at the Hotel Statler, Buffalo, N. Y., by 
Assistant United States District Attorney 
Samuel Hershenstein of New York. 

At the beginning of his address the 
speaker told the gathering that a draft ot 
suggested amendments covering the crim- 
nal features of the law are being drawn up 
by United States Attorney Marshall, wh« 
will forward them to Washington. 

The speaker also dwelt at some length on 
the strength and weakness of the national 
bankruptcy law. After touching on the 
various weaknesses of the law and telling 
of the new rule relating to payments in 
connection with compositions, which Mr. 
Hershenstein very effective 
and far-reaching, in his opinion, he spoke 


asserted was 
in part as follows: 

“One of its aims, apparently, 1s to prevent 
the payment by a bankrupt of a larger per- 
centage to one creditor than the settlement 
agreed to by the general creditors. 
Another, to require the debtor to declare 
what he has paid, either before or after the 
confirmation of the composition, to the re- 
ceiver, trustee, assignee, their respective 
attorney, his (the debtor or bankrupt's) 
counsel, the attorney for the petitioning 
creditors, creditors, or creditors’ commit 
tees. So also, if some creditors have or had 
‘held out’ for a larger percentage in order 
that their opposition be removed, the afh- 
davit, if true, will disclose the fact. It 
seems that the rule will also stamp out the 
practice which, I am told, has developed by 
which certain persons receive special fees 
for assisting in putting through a settle- 
ment or composition. It will expose the 
‘professional accelerator’ who, for an agreed 
stipend, agrees to secure enough signatures 
to ‘put over’ his job. If I interpret the 
criminal provisions of the act properly, a 
false statement of a material item in this 
affidavit will constitute perjury, punishable 
by fine and imprisonment after conviction. 

“As to the penal provisions of the Bank- 


ruptcy Act, a committee of the national 
association composed of Julius Henry 
Cohen, chairman; William F. H. Koelsch, 


president of the New York Credit Men’s 
Association, and myself, after considerable 


work and discussion submitted a_ report 
recommending certain amendments. The 
recommendations were thereafter sent to 


the United States Attorney Marshall for 
such action as he saw fit. 

“Acting for Mr. Marshall, I have con- 
ferred with the four District Court judges 
in the Second Circuit—Judge Charles M. 
Hough, Judge Learned Hand, Judge Au- 
gustus N. Hand and Judge Julius M. Mayer 
—and have had the benefit of their sugges- 
tions, both in the preparation and final

The above figures will be found very use- 
ful in figuring out the cost of lighting 
changes, which must be based absolutely 
on the period of use. 

Many readers have requested intorma- 
tion regarding modern gas lighting, and 
desire an example of modern gas fixture 
design. The illustration § on 105 
shows a modern gas fixture using the latest 
type of kinetic burner, which, with a well- 
known make of mantle, is the most modern 
achievement in gas lighting. This fixture 
does away with ceiling discoloration, and 
gives a bright light, free from glare, and at 
about half the cost of electric light. It 1s 
possible to design such a fixture for both 
gas and electric light, so that either one or 
the other can be used, and a distinctiveness 
in design is readily obtainable. The gas 1s 
turned off and on by a small pull chain 
which can be seen in the illustration, and 
which terminates in a small acorn tip. 

Fixtures of this sort have a very rich ap- 
pearance in architectural bronze finish, and 
the glassware can be obtained in any va- 
riety of designs and colors. If a white 
light like daylight is desired, the white light 
“photographic” mantles will give it, and tor 
those who desire a yellow light, the “amber” 
light mantle supplies a soft mellow illumi- 
nation. If the fixtures are properly spaced 
and hung the objectionable reflection on 
the show case glasses is almost eliminated, 
and sufficient light is obtained to light the 
interior of wall and floor cases brilliantly, 
obviating the expense of special lighting 
for that purpose. A small pilot light is 
used, and when this is carefully adjusted 
so that only a small cone of blue flame no 
larger than the head of a pin can be seen, 
the monthly cost of maintaining same is less 
than 10 cents. 

Another great advantage of such a fix- 
ture is that it can be turned gradually up 
or down, giving various degrees of bright- 
ness, and at night, one fixture can be ad- 
justed, and left burning all night at a cost 
which is insignificant when the unfailing 
reliability of such a light is considered. 

In reply to the inquiry regarding the 
lighting of wall cases with outside lights, 
this will be fully described in the next 
article.

Hence, one of the best business months for 
the live jeweler, who, more than any other, 
caters to her luxurious desires and mani- 
told necessities. 

Because June is a good business month 
many jewelers fail to advertise with the 
same vim as they do in some of the less 
busy months. This is often due to the 
fact that he does his own advertisement 
writing, and is too busy to pay attention 
to it. A good plan for the jeweler to fol- 
low is to lay down a stated program for 
the month, and finally for the year, for 
each month’s advertising should be consid- 
ered, only as it fits in with the advertising 
for the balance of the year. 

In offering these monthly programs the 
writer has this in view. They are offered 
for the purpose of assisting the jeweler to 
get up his own program. That they will 
fall in with the plans of every jeweler is 
not to be expected. They may, however, 
be made over to fit the plans of every 
store. 

June weddings are the most important 
event of the mid-year tor the jeweler. He 
not only has the brides, bridesmaids and 
grooms personal gifts to offer, but he has 
many household necessities as well. He 
should make distinct advertising announce- 
ments for the personal gifts and those tn- 
tended for household use. 

His windows should in every way possi- 
ble reflect the wedding spirit. This has 
been accomplished so well, and so many 
windows described in THE JEWELERS’ CIR- 
CULAR that we will not enter into that 
phase of the advertising for June. It 1s 
sufficient to make the suggestion and leave 
it with the jeweler.

The stock of glassware bought for 
wedding gifts will probably be pretty well 
picked over by now, and reduced prices 
may be thought advisable as a means of 
cleaning up. A special discount might be 
oftered during the week. 

L his suggestion is offered as a means of 
cleaning up stock. If it is in good condi- 
But if 
there is to be a clearing sale on this line 
in July or August, why not now while there 
are a few weddings yet to take place, and 
when the selling may be more easily done? 

Salads, ices, punches, etc., are more fre- 
quently served in the Summer months than 
during the Winter. At the same time less 
attention is paid to the glassware in which 
they are served. Why not urge the use of 
cut glass now and anticipate this more fre- 
quent need? 

We have suggested a week’s special 
showing of travelers’ accessories. This may 
include many articles the stay at home pic- 
nicers will such as thermos bottles, 
picnic luncheon sets, etc. Automobile pic- 
nic sets are very saleable in many localities. 
Rake out everything that will make the 
vacationist comfortable, or that will make 
the picnic table more attractive. Push these 
now, a month later may be too late for 
many sales. 

Travelers’ sets will appeal to the gift- 
giver. See that these are shown in the 
window and advertised in the newspapers. 

In many of the southern States June 3 
is celebrated as Memorial Day. 

Bunker Hill Day is celebrated in Boston 
on the 1/th. 

Flag Day falls on the 14th of June, and 
should be more fittingly recognized than 
it is. Put a few flags in the window on 
that day, anyway. 

The advent of Summer on June 21 might 
be made to emphasize the importance of 
Summer jewelry. 

We might suggest that the jeweler make 
an effort to give the public monthly re- 
ports of the progress of style and fashion 
in jewelry. People should be educated to 
make changes in jewelry as well as in gar- 
ments. Why should a woman wear the 
same ring all the year around, making no 
change, whatever? She would not think 
of wearing last year’s gown, why last year's 
jewelry? Perhaps we jewelers have been 
asleep at the switch. At any rate, the 
change has been advocated by THE JEWEL- 
ers’ CIRCULAR and the campaign started. 
Let the jewelers get busy and help along 
this very desirable change in our methods

“I took this means to encourage the 
young men enlisted in the artillery 
branch of the State’s service,” said Major 
Bigelow recently.

“Tt occurred to me that here was an 
opportunity of putting one’s name betore 
the people who would be the most likely 
purchasers of silverware. The firm name 
can be imprinted on the inner envelope 
ot the wedding set which would im- 
mediately be seen upon lifting the flap.

“After talking with an expert we de- 
cided to invest about $250 in our sta- 
tionery department and not knowing 
anything about the business we left the 
selection of the papers and the stocking 
up to him. 

“We first introduced the new depart- 
ment to the public by sending out a 
well written form letter and by making 
an appropriate window display. This 
gave it the first impulse, others followed 
by advertising in the local dailies. 

“We soon learned which papers were 
the most popular sellers and re-ordered 
from time to time as the stock was de- 
pleted. It was not long before we had 
our stationery department well in hand 
and were making it a profitable side 
line which did not require much of an 
investment nor much space. 

“Visiting and social cards, Christmas 
greeting cards, pound papers and special 
labeled package papers and envelopes 
all help to make the department com- 
plete and interesting to the customers. 

“Touching on the financial side of the 
question I will relate our experience for 
the past five years. Our stationery busi- 
ness has averaged four turnovers yearly, 
we have averaged a 60 per cent. markup 
on sales. With an overhead charge of

Repointing Alarm Clock Pivots. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular by Glenn P. Heckert. 























N repairing a lever clock, large or small, 

one usually finds the points of the pivots 
worn off so that the staff fits the jewels 
very loosely and presenting a broad surface 
to the bearings, thus causing a poor motion. 
See Fig. 3. Some authorities advise put- 
ting the balance in the lathe and stoning the 
revolving pivot to a sharp point with an 
oil stone. This might do very well if one 
had plenty of time and the pivots were not 
as hard as they usually are. The pivot- 
polisher will do the work well, but it 
not seem to be the proper tool to do the 
work. 

What is wanted 1s the 
surplus steel so as to leave the 
pivot of the same angle as it originally was 
and as sharp as a needle. In order to re- 
move this “surplus steel’ in about one 
minute and have the pivot true so that a 
little rub with the oil stone will give a nice 
finish, we hold a rapidly revolving car- 
borundum emery wheel against the pivot, 
as shown in Fig. 1. The only objection to 
this is that it works rapidly and the staff 
will get too short in almost no time if one 
is not careful. We use an emery wheel that 
mounted on a lathe chuck for a 
handle. It is intended to be held in the 
lathe head and run by a belt which goes 
around the large wheel on the countershaft. 
The idea is that, as the bearings of the 
lathe are not intended to be run at such a 
high speed as is necessary for this purpose, 
the emery wheel is run on a hardened pin 
about 3/16 inches in diameter. The hub of 
the emery wheel is also bushed with hard-

Before attempting to sharpen a pivot 


mount the emery wheel in the lathe and see 
that the belt from the speed wheel to the 
emery wheel pulley is the right length, so 
that the lathe belt can be put on the lathe 
pulley and both be about the same tension. 
An %-inch twisted leather belt is the best 
size to use. If the belts be oiled with the 
oil can two or three times a year they will 
become soft and will cling to the pulleys 
better.

direction. 

Bring the emery wheel down close to the 
pivot and start the lathe, keeping an eye on 
the emery wheel belt to see that it does not 
run off. Bring the emery wheel down on 
the pivot, being careful to grind the pivot 
at about the same angle as it was originally. 
Grind it to a needle point, then lay the 
emery wheel down and smooth the surface, 
if you choose, with an oil stone, using 
plenty of oil. Reverse the balance in the 
lathe and grind the other end in the same 
way. To prevent the extreme point from 
becoming oval while grinding be sure to 
keep the wheel cutting at point A, Fig. 2, as 
the staff comes to a point. This acts as a 
sort of rest or guide so that the wheel will 
exert only a slight pressure at point B. 

To true the wheel presents something of 
a problem to the inexperienced, and, while 
it will get only slightly out of true, it is 
best to have even, square edges on the 
wheel at all times. When true, this wheel 
is very useful in touching up click and 
setting springs. As the lathe head forms 
a rigid holder for the wheel it will run 
practically without vibration. This wheel 
is really intended to be held in the lathe 
head and belted to the speed wheel. While

Truing presents something of a problem, 
but it 1s very convenient to have the means 
at hand, for if you should nick the edge of 
the wheel by accident you might not be able 
to complete the job in nand. The wheel 
is cut true with a diamond cutter. To 
make this cutter, procure a piece of rough

diamond bort of 4% to % carat weight from 
the material house. This will cost you 
from 50 to 75 cents. Put in the lathe a 


piece of brass rod about 114 inches long 


that will fit No. 40 to No. 50 chuck and 
drill at the end of it a shallow hole, a little 
too small in diameter for the diamond to 
enter. Set the piece of brass upright in 
the vise, set the diamond on the hole and 
pound it in with a mallet or brass hammer. 
It you have no hammer hold a piece of soft 
sheet brass over the diamond and strike on 
that. Do not drive the stone in too deep, 
but leave it sticking out a little. You can 
either use this tool in a good file handle for 
a holder or in the slide rest. To true the 
wheel run it at an ordinary speed and cut 
carefully with the diamond 

dust from flying hold a 
wet rag wheel so that it will 
moisten it. Lay a dry rag on the lathe bed 
and do not speed the wheel, as it will throw 
the moistened cuttings. Ifthe belt slips let 
it run on a piece of genuine beeswax a few 
minutes to furnish the necessary adhesion. 
Never let the wheel run idly against the 
diamond, as it will take the fine, sharp edge 
off very quickly. If the tool should become 
smooth saw it out of the brass and reset 
it again, exposing a fresh corner. It is 
spoil the corner of the diamond 
if vou use it in the slide rest.

To the pallet itself a small 
spring was screwed, the purpose of which 
was to keep the pallet always in its central 
position. 

This spring is a very important part of 
the entire escapement. It must not only 
keep the pallet in the proper position but 
it must also be accurately adjusted as to its 
strength to the impulse force of the ver- 
tical wheel—that is to say, the pressure of 
the escape-wheel tooth must overcome the 
tension of this spring. As in weight oper- 
ation the power is always uniform, the 
strength of the spring could always be 
nicely adjusted to the power of the escape 
wheel 

Fig. 1 shows the pallet k, with arbor and 
the very light spring screwed to its inner 
side, and which is made from the pendu- 
lum spring of a Parisian table clock. The 
narrow tail a holds the pallet in its proper 
position, whereas the other broad end 0 
serves as a springing banking for the pallet. 


This part must therefore not be close to 
the pallet, but must stand off from it a 
little. 


Fig. 2 shows the lever with the entering 
pallet set and arranged in this manner. 
We see how space is made for it; we may

tended. ‘The tooth f is about to drop off; 
the tooth has, however, already come to 
rest on the exit pallet; there was conse- 
quently no free drop. The tooth g, with 
the speed with which the tooth f has slipped 
over the lifting plane, has come to rest on 
the exit pallet. Here the long, consequently 
long swinging pendulum works favorably, 
because the tooth f, of course, slips more 
slowly over the lifting plane and the tooth 
g does not strike suddenly against the exit 
pallet at rest, as would be the case with a 
short pendulum. 

If we now suppose the pendulum, with 
the lever suring a little further toward the 
right, the entering pallet will be free and 
jumps over the point of the tooth f back 
into its place of rest. It lifts itself away 
from the butting pin s and the broad end b 
of the spring, then stands somewhat away 
from the pallet, as may be seen in Fig. 3. 

On the return swing the entering pallet 
can freely enter the wheel, because between 
the drop corner and the tooth f there is a 
little play. If the tooth g slides on the 
exit side over the lifting (see Fig. 3) the 
tooth jt; again comes in contact with the 
entering pallet k at the moment when the 
tooth g will drop off. If then the tooth g, 
in swinging further, is really released, the 
entering pallet moves back, under pressure 
of the tooth h, to the banking s. Through 
the recession of the entering pallet under 
pressure of the tooth h the tooth g is also 
moved forward and the exit pallet at the 


next swing can again freely enter the 
wheel. 
This occurs quite noiselessly, because, 


owing to the fact that at the time the spring 
of the pallet is somewhat tensioned, the

For wholesale manufacture this escape- 
ment is, in any event, not adapted, because 
—if it is really to work well and noise- 
lessly—it demands a too exact and finely 
sensitive construction. It 1s, however, very 
well suited in isolated cases to satisfy very 
exacting customers—of course, only when it 
is properly paid for. 





Lustrous White Alloy 


N alloy of high lustre, capable of taking 
° a brilliant polish and closely resembling 
silver in appearance, which was patented 
by E. Smith, London, was claimed to have 
the property of withstanding atmospheric 
conditions to a great extent. The mixture 
is as follows: Copper, 40 Ibs.; nicked, 8% 
lbs.; zinc, 5 lIbs.; tin, 2% Ibs.; lead, 1 Ib. 
The nickel is fiist melted with a flux of 
silica, and half of the copper added gradu- 
ally and mixed, after which the remainder 
of the copper is added. The zinc is then 
quickly plunged beneath the surface of the 


molten metal, which is stirred rapidly till 
the whole is melted. The lead and tin are 
added last. ‘The metal 1s. stirred and 


brought up to 1,700 deg. F., then poured 
into ingot molds.—Brass World.

lhe sentence “At no time while in the 
store did he steal or attempt to steal, nor 
did he make any remark that would indi- 
cate that stealing was his object” lends more 
mystery to the strange career of Wiley 
Preston Groendyke. As recounted in the 
issue Of THe JEWELERS’ CirCULAR of May 3, 
(;roendyke purchased a 45-calibre revolver 
trom Louis Katz, a pawnbroker of 518 
Central Ave., and when Katz turned his 
back, hit him over the head with the han- 
dle ot it. The pawnbroker was only slightly 
injured and gave chase. Police Officer 
Samuel Robbins who was in a voting booth 
nearby, heard the commotion and gave 
chase and arrested him, after a struggle 
He was bringing him back to the store 
when Groendyke wrenched himself free 
and shot his captor; who died on the way 
to the hospital. Detective Al. Wegener 
reached the scene just as Groendyke was 
running away. He pursued and fired three 
shots, the last taking effect. Groendyke 
died later at the hospital. A search of his 
clothes revealed two magazine guns, one 
loaded, and 50 cartridges. He had been 
living with his family at Carthage and 
worked steadily at the Proctor & Gamble 
Co.’s factory. He had never been in any 
trouble before. It was thought that he had 
intended to rob the pawnbroker, but the 
coroner's investigation showed that he must 


have been insane.
